LOST BRIDGE ROAD. 


Contract for tbe Grading Will Soon Be 


Awarded. 


Within three weeks the highway com- 


missioners of Decatur tawasbip will ask 
for bids for the construction of tbe grade 
across the bottom leads leading to tbe 
Lost Bridge from the west. It is possible 
that tbe work of eonstructing the levee or 
grade may be undertaken 
before spring- 


time bnt on that point the commissioner* 
are indifferent. 
They say that tb« con- 


tractor may nee his own pleasure. 


There was oae important 
preliminary 


to b* settled before that announcement 
could be made. Tbe highway which now 
leads across the bottom lands to the 
bridge Is a crooked affair and twisted and 
turned in any direction nec.ssary to dodge 
tbe paddles with which tbe place waa 
marked when the teamsters first began to 
drive that way. Tbe road is tiie same as at 
first unless new puddles have forced new 
turns. 
The land on either side of the 


present highway is owned by Butzbach, 
he ice man. He haa agreed to deed to the 
commissioners for a roadway, a strip of 
land 100 feet In width ill tbe way across 
tbe lowlands, direct to the bridge. 
In re- 


tarn tbe commissioners will deed to Butz- 
bach, the old crooked right cf way which 
lies 64 feet wide. The distance across the 
buttom lands to the bridge Is between 700 
>nd 800 feet. 


The grade proposed will be forty-two 


feet wide at tbe base and 20 feet wide on 
lop. The roadway is to be graveled. Tbe 
comariSBiocers do not give any statement 
if the possible cost of the improvement. 
The statement Is made that all of the 
earth necessary to build the embankment 
can be serured on tbe 100 f jot right of 
*ay. 
As the necessary earth is at hand 


and no long hauls are necessary tbe cost 
will be greatly lessened.

KINO OLIVES TO BAT. 


a* Oarc Heessaagy l» •••euiaf Them 


—Ho F»r» Bve* Wasted. 


The olives iu*4 (or «atlng aro of a 


tflfferent quality and much larger than 
thoae ui«4i for oil. They are gathered 
wh«a itlll quite green, and the gather- 
Ill must be done very carefully, as 
tk*y would be -worthless if bruised. 
Tk*jr are placed In salt and water, 
wkere they remain for some time, be- 
fore being transferred to jars, which 
am hermetically sealed. They must on 
•o account be touched by the hand 
whan they are taken out of the salt 
aad water, as in that case they would 
all be spoilt A silver or wooden spoon 
must be used In transferring them to 
the jars. There are different kinds of 
olives used for preserving, and 
the 


preparation of each quality 
differs 


alightly In some respects. The small 
olives -used for oil when quite rip* 
aad black, are also much eaten by 
the people. They are preserved with 
salt alone, and when'they become too 
dry a little oil is added to soften 
them. These are never placed in Jars, 
but are sold by weight It takes 12 
•r 16 years for a tree to grow to Its 
normal size, and the olive, as every 
ene knows, lives for centuries. It la 
valuable not only for the fruit 
It 


yields, but also for its wood, which Is 
much prized. Even the pulp or paste, 
after the oil is extracted from it, Is 
serviceable, for It Is dried, broken tip 
and burned as firewood. Sometimes, 
when taken out of the mill and still 
aiolst, U is given to pigs mixed with 
ether food, so that no part of the fruit 
is ever wasted. So high a value Is 
placed on these trees In Italy that the 
space on which one of them could 
stand is grudged for any other pur- 
pose. In Apulia, where they are still 
more valuable, as they grow to a much 
greater size, the utilitarian principle 
is carried to such lengths that scarcely 
any flowers are ever planted, as thej 
have no market value.—Chambera 
Journal.

First It is 
a recognition of tho gennrosity and un- 
selfishness eipressed in the offer of Mr. 
Millikin. It carries with it nono of tho 
objections of ,the community idea and 
would eliminate allot tbe petty jealousies 
occasioned by a name indicating tbe loca- 
tion of the school in either town. That 
name was submitted to the trustees of tha 
Lincoln school ard it was favored by a 
majority of them. They ngreel that If 
the name James Mil Hldn University WHS 
satisfactory to ths Decutur contingent 
tbat they would bs willing to drop tne 
name of Lincoln collego which that school 
ban carried for the past 30 years. To tho 
people of Decatur this name would give 
almost universal satiaaction «s tho un- 
paralleled offtir of Mr. Mlllikln lir start- 
ing the fund and in the later endowment 
has disarmed all crltioium. No tinge of 
personal ambition ia apparent in his offer 
and tbe expression has been frequently 
beard from Decatur people tbat some 
suitable recognition should be shown in 
naming the school after the man who has 
done so much to make it possibla.
